Last having determined by, the 
“rule of eleven” that six clubs’ are 
divided between. himself and da- 
carer, he examines his hand. He 
holds three cards higher than the 
two of clubs, That. makes

Three curds hightr than the two 
of clubs. Mast knows that the

Similarly, ‘the, declarer knowa 
that east holds any three of the 
following: clubs A Q 106-64, It 
ia obvious that if either one of 
these two players knew the tule 
of eleven. while his opponent did 
not, the former would have a 
yreat advantage! 

This rule -serves the following 
purposes: 

1—At no trump it telly the 
leader's partner how many. higher 
cnrds jn the same suit are held 
by the.declarer and is a guide in 
determining the card to be played. 

2—At suit play it may flash to 
the lender's partner a danger 
signal indicating the lead of a 
singleton or doubleton, 

3—It assists ‘in detérmining the 
distribution of the cards. 

4—It is of equal assistance to 
the declarer’ because it enables 
him to locate the missing high 
cards and to determine the dis- 
tribution. 

To show the application of the 
rule of cleven in actual play in 
which you see only your own hand 
and the dummy, the following ex- 
aniple' is presented:
